Your Personality 


ean you - do you 
accept defeat gracefully? 


That’s a “tough” question, isn’t it? Is there any- 
thing much harder to do? And is there any pleas- 
anter playfellow, than one who is a “good sport,” 
and is as cheerful and good-humored after losing as 
he is after winning? 


There, indeed, is the real test of good nature. You 
gather with three friends, for an evening of bridge. 
One of these friends is your partner; the other two 
become your opponents; hence you two tend to draw 
together, and to draw away from the others. The 
cards fluctuate, and skill varies. First you go ahead, 
and are elated, and then the others catch up and 
pass you, and they are elated—perhaps they do a 
little audible gloating, and “razz” you. Their vic- 
tory may grow, until at the evening’s end they are 
several thousand points ahead, and are irrespressibly 
jubilant, praising their own unique skill. 


ean you take it? | 


You know their victory was partly luck—the fall 
of the cards, lucky leads, lucky distribution, and so 
on; perhaps you and your partner are really better 
players than the winners. Is there a mean urge in 
your heart to “sound off” at your gleeful opponents? 
Or can you quite genuinely say to yourself, “Why 
these are my good friends! They had their turn 
of luck tonight, and I’m truly glad! We’ve had 
good luck before, and shall again,” and then as sin- 
cerely laugh and quip with them—remembering it’s 
all a game, purely for fun, and that you entered 
it with these good friends fully willing to win or 
lose. 


Do you remember that queer phrase you learned 
in physics, back in school days, with its seven-dollar 
word—‘“the impenetrability of matter”? It means 
simply that two bodies can’t occupy the same space. 
You’ve learned that lesson since, sometimes pain- 
fully. When someone else became office manager 
for your firm that meant that you weren’t. And 
when you became secretary to the president, that 
meant that the six other aspirants for the place 
were disappointed. But you and they were all “good 
sports,” and took your appointment with a smile. 


All progress seems to be in single lines: we stand 
in line, and all who aren’t behind us are ahead of 
us. Many may be called, when only one is to be 
chosen. A thousand of us apply for fifty jobs—950 
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must be prepared for disappointment. Can we be satisfied 
—really—with having done our honorable best, and rest 
in the belief that there must have been fifty better than 
we were? 

You can’t help being disappointed; but you can help 
being envious, jealous, embittered: those are poisons as 
deadly as Cleopatra’s asp. Rancor in defeat is the one 
thing a “good sport” is always without—even when the 
game is not play, but in deadly earnest, for high stakes. 
If you lost this time, you lose no precious hours or temper 
bewailing your ill luck or beating the winner’s methods. 
You pick yourself up, saying, “They can’t keep a good 
man down!” and immediately go to work yourself, plan- 
ning your campaign, and making sure you will be the top 
candidate in the next contest. You haven’t time for any- 
thing but a winning campaign. No good athlete dares 
let himself get “‘sore’—he’s got to devote all his faculties 
and energies to winning—during this game, and for the 
next one. 

Does some of your best work seem to go unnoticed and 
unappreciated? Stop “fussing” about it: keep making your 
work better and better. Why Because (1) you cannot 
know that it isn’t appreciated; because (2) if it keeps get- 
ting better and better it is bound eventually to be dis- 
covered; and because (3) no good work is ever lost—it 
goes on piling up to make you more and more capable, 
efficient, and valuable. 

In this certain knowledge you can go confidently, ser- 
enely on, through all the temporary setbacks and disap- 
pointments that keep making you always a more skillful, 
persistent contestant and a happier, more attractive person 
—always a “good sport.”

‘They refuse to let their undeserved mis- 
fortunes poison their exiled lives, but get all the happiness 
they can where they are. Notice, as you re-read the plays, 
the many evidences of their serene temper.

it a point that pique and resentment never show—only 
friendliness and good temper: no matter what the provoca- 
tion. 
Make it a habit to expatiate, in your letters to friends, 
on the “good sports” you know or meet, in books and 
everywhere else.

Frequently found in business letters, what do you think 
the word “unfortunately” produced in word association 
tests? Thoughts like sick, poor, unable, bad, sad, afraid, 
helpless, bad break, etc. When a situation is not too happy 
putting the word “unfortunately” only emphasizes the 
difficulty. 


Disappointed, neglected, frankly, failed, sorry, alleged, 
dislike, and impossible—have a similar effect. 


“IT don’t see anything gloomy about ‘frankly’,” chal- 
lenged one businessman. But did you ever see anything 
happy follow the word? 


“How can we avoid the word ‘sorry’ in a letter of con- 
dolence?” asked another. Lincoln’s letter to Mrs. Bixby, 
considered one of the finest examples of modern letter 
writing, did not use the word a single time: 


“TI have been shown in the files of the War Depart- 
ment a statement of the Adjutant General of Massa- 
chusetts that you are the mother of five sons who have 
died gloriously on the field of battle. I feel how 
weak and useless must be any word of mine which 

“should attempt to beguile you from the grief of a 
loss so overwhelming. But I cannot refrain from 
tendering you the consolation that may be found in 
the thanks of the republic they died, to save. I pray 
that our Heavenly Father may assuage your bereave- 
ment and leave you only the cherished memories of the 
loved and lost and the solemn pride that must be yours 
to have laid so costly a sacrifice upon the alter of free- 


dom.” 


The genial traffic manager of a large paper mill started 
a letter, “We are sorry about the damage in transit.” “I 
AM sorry,” he insisted. But was he? The word sorry 
looks backward. This gentleman was earnestly trying to 
help the situation. Would he not have been more accurate, 


reassuring, and pleasing had he started his “We 
are concerned to learn of the damage in transit”?

the trouble and make it seem worse. 


Rather show your concern about the condition and | 


emphasize what your are doing to correct it. 


Commend the reader for his promptness, complete- 
ness, or any other good quality in writing you about 
a situation, or for his patience in bearing with it. 
Approval of the reader (and that means sincere ap- 
proval, of course) is far more pleasing to him than 
condemnation of yourself.

phraseology, the gloomy words seem to want to stick. | 


For instance, a good customer, a large life insur- | 


ance company, writes good humoredly: 


“One of our correspondents said that he won- 
dered if it would be necessary for us to start a 
letter in this fashion: ‘Hurrah for you’. Your 
insurance has lapsed. Ain’t it grand? 

“Another wondered whether or not in reply- 
ing to a very caustic, if not vitriolic, attack 
upon the company for some sin of omission or 
commission, we would have to start the letter 
by saying: ‘Thank you so much, Mr. Smith, for 
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calling us a bunch of cutthroats’. 

These good people will have their little joke, but 
an analysis of their voluminous correspondence shows 
a remarkable improvement as the result of changing 
to cheerful wording!

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Yes, the 1948 National Convention is now history, and 
already plans are being made for the 1949 convention in 
Chicago. But for the benefit of those who could not be 
in Los Angeles with us, let us glance back once more at 
some of the interesting events that took place.

abdicate, resign 


_ Abdicate and resign mean “relinquish or renounce 
| office.” Abdicate has come to be limited in applica- 
tion to rulers such as kings. 


ability, capacity 


| Ability means “quality or state of being able or of 
| having power to perform.” Capacity suggests the 
| “power of receiving and holding.” 


active, busy 
Active suggests energy or a tendency to employment. 


| Busy suggests close attention to one’s employment. 


affeet, effect 


To affect someone is “to influence or produce an 
effect upon him.” To effect a change is “to bring 
| about or produce” a change. Affect is a verb; effect 
| may be a noun or a verb. 


apt, likely 
| Apt and likely are often used interchangeably, but 


| apt suggests “habitually tending” to do something, 
whereas likely stresses the idea of probability. 


assent, consent 


When we assent to some proposition, we admit it to 
| be true. When we consent, we are ready to comply 
| with what is requested. 


avoeation, vocation 


_ A hobby or casual occupation is an avocation. One’s 
| regular employment, profession, or occupation is his 
vocation. 


ealamity, disaster 


A calamity is an event that produces extensive evils; 
| a disaster is an unforeseen mischance, such as a rail- 
| road wreck. An even stronger word is catastrophe. 


eharacter, reputation 


A person’s character is what he actually is. His 
, reputation is what he is believed to be. 
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compensation, remuneration 


Compensation is that given as reward or indemnification. 
Remuneration is “‘compensation for personal services.” 


confess, acknowledge 


To confess implies that one has been at fault. To acknow- 
ledge means to “admit knowledge or to recognize some- 
thing as a fact.” 


eustom, habit 

Custom is habitual repetition with emphasis on the fact 

of repetition. Habit suggests involuntary and often un- 
conscious repetition. 

difficulty, obstacle 


Difficulty is the general term for that which requires ef- 
fort or skill to do or overcome. An obstacle is something 
that stands in the way or opposes. 


envious, jealous 


We are envious of that possessed by another to which we 
have no right or claim. We are jealous of anything that 
intrudes upon what we regard as ours by right. 


exact, preeise 


Both suggest correctness or freedom from fault or error. 
Anything is exact which neither exceeds nor falls short 
of the fact or standard; it is precise when it is scrupulously 
exact. 


explicit, implicit 


Anything explicit is distinctly or openly stated; anythigg 
implicit is understood, although not expressed. Implicit 
obedience is unquestioning obedience. 


garrulous, loquacious 


A loquacious person talks incessantly; a garrulous person 
does also, but in addition is inclined to be tedious in his 
constant chatter about trivial matters. 


illegible, unreadable 


Handwriting may be illegible or not capable of being read 
or deciphered. Such handwriting is of course unreadable, 
but unreadable may also apply to a legible passage which 
lacks interest or which is badly composed. 


opinionated, conceited 


If a person is obstinately determined to cling to his own 
views, he is opinionated; or he may have so high an opinion 
of himself as to be called conceited. 


rational, reasonable 
Rational ‘refers to the reasoning powers; reasonable refers 
less specifically to whatever we feel is right or fit. 
searee, rare 
Scarce things are those that can be had for a time in less 
quantity than usual. Things are rare when only a few 
are to be found. 
yield, submit 
We yield as a result of external pressure and because we 
are compelled. The verb submit suggests that our action 
is voluntary and perhaps only temporary.
